A Proclamation prohibiting the publiſhing, diſperſing and rea- 
ding of a Declaration or Remonſtrance, drawen by ſome Committees of the 
Commons-Houſe of the late diſſolued Parliament, and intended to baue 
beene preferred by them to hu MAIESTIE. 


Als moſt Excellent Maieſtie, taking knowledge of a Declaration or Remon- 


ſtrance, dzawne and penned byſome Committees ofthe Commons Houle ot the 
late diſſolued Parliament, and intended to haue beene pꝛeferred by them to His 
Maieſtie, wherein are contained many things, which tend much to the diſhonour 

of His now Maieſtie, and of His late £Paicſtte, His Royall Father of euer bleſſed 

o == Meino21c, deceaſed , and whereby, th2ough the ſides of a Peere of this Reaine, 

they woundthe Honour of their Soucraignes , Whereof His Maieſtie being ſenible, hath refuſed 

fo admit the preſenting thercok vnto Him: And whereas He vnderſtandeth that ſome of the mem⸗ 

vers of that Houle, ill affected to His ſeruice, to vent their owne paſſionsagainſt that Pecre, at 

whom they lpectally aymed, ⁊ to pzepoſſeſſe the wozld with an ill opinion of him, befoꝛe his Caiiſc 

Were heard tun Judicial wap, whereunto it was referred, haue befozehand willingly e purpolelp 

publiſhed and ſcattered Copies of that intended Declaration oꝛ Remonſtrante, c therby hauc en- 

deauonred to detract much from the reputation of their Doueraigne, which in their allegiante to 

His Highneſſe ought to haue beene deere and tender vnto them. His Maieſtie therefoze, foꝛ the re- 

pꝛeſſing of ſuch an inſufferable w2png vnto Himſelfe, which might otherwiſe be ofulconſequcnce, 

Doth ſtraitly charge and eom:nand, vpon paine of his indignation and high Diſplcaſure,alt per⸗ 

ſons, of what degree, quality, oꝛ condition loeuer, who haue, oꝛ at any time heereakter (hall haue 

any Copie 02 Notes of the ſaid Declaration oz Remonſtrance, intended to bee pꝛeferred vnto His 

Maieſtie, as afoꝛeſaid, oꝛ Call come to the view thereof foꝛthwith, vpon publication of this Our 

Pleaſure, to burne the ſame, that the memoꝛie thereof may be vtterly aboliſhed, and neuer gine 

ottaſion to His Maieſtie, to renew the remembꝛante of that, which out of His Grace aud Good- 

neſſe He Would gladly foꝛget: And if at any time heereafter any Coptic oꝛ Notes of the ſaid Decla- 

ration oꝛ Remonſtrance ſhall be found, oꝛ knowne to be in the hands oꝛ cuſtodie of any of His ſub 

tects, and not burnt, oꝛ cauſed to be burnt by them, as afoꝛeſaid; his Maieſtic doth hereby declare, 
and publiſh his Royall Plealure and Reſolution to be, That He will pꝛoceed againſt all ſuch of- 

fenders and wilkull tontemners of this His RoyallCommandement , with that leueritie, which 

by the Law, oꝛ by His Pꝛerogatiue Nopall, He any wapes map tuſtly doe; and further, that His 
Maieſtie will eſteeme ot all ſuch, as perſons ill affected both to His Perſon and gouernement.
